Tttilch ended IU existence at noon lo-dav has 
afforded * striking Illustration of the constant 
Increase In the volume or legislation demand- 
ing tha attention of congress which has been 
going on for the last threaor more congresses. 
More bills were Introduced In both houses, 
more committee reports rn&de, more bllla 
p«*ed, more became laws and more were ve- 
toed than ever before. 
Most of these mea- 


sures were of comparatively little Importance, 
jncaaa bills granting private pensions and 
special relief, •ntborlzInR tho erection of 
bridges, granting right of way and the like; 
bat many, not only of thn bills and reports 
presented but ot tho laws enacted, were of 
general Interest'»id Impoitacce. A numbor 
of bllla euacted Into laws were old »nd firnllr 
I»r claimants for legislative favor. la this 
category belong the presidential succession 
t/II, the electoral conut bill, the Inter-state 
commerce bill »nd tho bill for tue relief of 
FIlz John I'orter. 


TheFortv-nlntb congress couinieneed Us 


W«Ion on the fefarth day of December, 1SS5, 
ini TT&S in session until tho fifth ol August, 
when it adjourned tilt December G!h, and con 
tinned in session uulU Its close to-day, cover- 
Ing a total period of ten months and 26 days. 
Of this time the senate was In session 224 
4iH »nd the house 251 days. There were 
Introduced In tha house during this time 
11,258 bills and 203 Joint resolutions, on 
which over] 5000 reports were nude, being 
Mven] thousand more reports- than were. 
Bide In tho 4Sih congress, which hid In Its 
tore beaten the record. In the senate there 
were Introduced 3357 bills »nd US Joint reso- 
lutions, on which WSS written repsrts were 
Bide, upwards of 500"more bills and over 400 
noiereports than la the record-breaklni; 4Slh 
congress.
